Typhoid fever germ's in a fertile 


medium will grow just as surely as 
grains of wheat in a fertile soil. 


N'owdays Nature is in all her glory 


in the valleys and mountains of our 
beautiful country and it is the sea- 
son when we are attracted from our 
winter homes to get close to Nature. 
Camping grounds are easily reached 
in these days of automobiles, motor- 
cycles and other rapidly moving ve- 
hicles. 
There are thousands of beau- 


tiful sites to pitch our tents along the 
attractive-looking brooks. It is these 
attractive waters, which we find so 
soothing to the thirst after riding or 
driving long distances, that are de- 
ceptive to the layman. They are of- 
ten clear and sparkling, yet loaded 
with miserable house drainage, carry 
ing at times the deadly germs of ty- 
phoid fever. 


This summer 
the waters will be 


more dangerous than usual because

Swimming in polluted streams is 


known to be dangerous and children

their lives from taking typhoid fever 
in this way. 


Be just as sure to carry pure wat- 


er for drinking when touring or cam 
ping as to have good food. 


The degree of care we take of our 


health this summer will be a measure 
of our loyalty to our nation. 


The breeding pens in all kind.s of 


poultry should be mated now, even if 
eggs are not wanted for hatching for 
two weeks or more. 


The spare cockerels from the early- 


hatched broods sell readily for broil- 
ers, If they are well grown and fat, 
when they are eight to ten weeks old. 


The way to avoid competition with 


the majority, is to hatch early and 
have poultry products to sell when 
the majority has nothing to sell. 


A good hen,, well^ housed and in 


proper condition, will give better re- 
turns for some nice alfalfa chopped up 
with hot water poured over it, than 
will any other bird~or animal on the 
farm. 


The inexperienced man or woman 


who starts with a few birds generally 
grows into the poultry business. ' An 
Inexperienced person who starts out 
with a lot of birds and an expensive 
house generally gets scratched out of 
the business. 


Be sure to kill the lice on all sitting 


hens by dusting them frequently and 
thoroughly with lice-killing powder, 
filling their plumage to the skin in ev- 
ery case. 
The last dusting should 


take place three days before the eggs 
are due to hatch. 


Outdoor exercise is a great invigor- 


ator for all kinds of joung and old 
poultry; and when the \\eather will 
permit, both the fowls and the little 
chicks should be out* in the sunshine 
on the ground, though care must be 
taken that the little ones do not get 
chilled. 


When the turkey is ready to bring 


off a hatchT'it is advisable to place a 
wire screen or some enclosure over 
her so that she cannot leave the nest 
until the hatch Is complete; otherwise 
she will sometimes leave with the first 
few poults hatched, leaving the others 
to die in the shells.

being met in truly American fashion 
by the operators and owners of the 
mines and by the diggers of coal. 
With these words, Secretary Frank- 
lin K. Lane began his statement re- 
garding the coal situation as report- 
ed to him by the statisticians of his 
Department. 


The production of coal in 
the 


United States last year, he continued 
was the greatest in the history of 
the country. A new record, however 
was set for the first six months of 
this year, fully ii 70, 000, 000 tons of 
Jbit'vminous coal being produced

AHAZ, THE FAITHLESS KINQ. 


LESSON TEXT—II Chron. 28:1-5, 20:27. 
GOLDEN TEXT—Without faith it is 
Impossible-to please him.—Heb. 11:6. 


LESSON TEXT—II Chron. 30.1-13. 
Ahaz__relgned sixteen years from 


about 739 to 723' B. O., over the king- 
dom of Judah, its capital being in Jeru- 
salem. The kingdom was nearing^ts 
end, and was destroyed within a few 
years after the death of Ahaz. His 
character presents many interesting 
questions for-discussion; the character 
of his reign, the wealth and prosperity 
of, his father and grandfather, the de- 
velopment of his character from the 
home wherein he originated, why -a na- 
tion can be successful and not be right- 
eous or virtuous, that is, outwardly 
successful, and the application of these 
questions to our present-day political 
and commercial lives. 


I. Ahaz, the Ruler, (w. 1-5). 
The 


character of Ahaz is not to be admired. 
He played a prominent and evil part 
In the history of the Kingdom of Judah. 
We find his name recorded among the j ^ 
Syrian inscriptions of the jear 732 B. 
0., -the Hebrew historian 
having 


dropped the prefix "Jeho" from Jus 
name. The full name indicates that 
he had "grasped Jehovah," yet he was 
nntrue to his name. The historian says 


e did not that which was right In the 


sight of the Lord." This puts it mildly, 
but indeed-few of the kirgs of Judah 
aid otherwise, and he pVrierned his 
conduct not after the good model of his 
father, but the thoroughly bad conduct 
of the-kings of the northern nation, 
Israel. He wau>but~twenty years of 
age when he took the throne",- but had 
already entered upon a course of action 
opposed to that at his father.

He chose to I 
defy God, openly disobeyed him and ' 
was disloyal to his God and his coun- i 
trx,_jwalkiu£;»-in_j-iist_ways of the kings 
of Israel, (v. 2), burnt his children in" 
the fire, after the abominations of the 
he'athen, (v. 3), made molten images 
of Baal, (v. 2), and spread that wor- 
ship into the high places on the hills 
and under every green tree (v. 4), 
made sacrilegious use of the temple's 
treasury, and'was dishonest as well as 
profane. He trusted Baalim more than 
he trusted God. 


f 11. Ahaz Rebuked. God did not al- 


low him to pursue his course of action 
without protest. When the children of 
good men go wrong, there is no meas- 
uring ^the extent of depravity to which 
they will sink. Nevertheless, God was 
opposed and tried to save the young 
man and the nation. God used the 
king of Syria as one agency for rebuk- 
ing this mad young man. He carried 
away great multitudes captive, one 
hundred and twentyithousand In one 
day (v. 6), and "two hundred thou- 
sand women, sons and daughters" 
(v. 8) at another date. Ahaz himself 
was filled with terror at the great ca- 
lamity that overtook him. (Isa. 7:2.) 
While he received temporary help (II 
Kings 16: 9,10), he received ultimately 
ruin from the king of Assyria, for he 
became a vassal and was summoned 
to Damascus to pay homage to that 
king, as appears .from the account II 
Kings 16:7-9, and also from the Assy- 
rian inscription, above referred to. 
Other enemies also attacked him— 
Edomites from the southeast carried 
away captives, and the Philistines" 
from the southwest invaded the cities 
of the low plains, south of Judah, and 
took possession of them (vv. 17-19) and 
the army of the Assyrian^ which Ahaz 
led to rob and profane the temple and 
Its treasures in order to buy them off 
(v. 22-24), completed the ruin of his 
nation. 
Ahaz" was forced to pay a 


heavy tribute to the Assyrian king 
(v. 21), and got no help for his out- 
lay. 
He put his trust In an arm of 


flesh instead of in the mighty arm of 
God, 
which brought upon him the 


clirse that always comes to those who 
trust in man (Jer. T7:5, 6). There is 
a blessing which always awaits those 
who trust in Jehovah (Jer, 17:7, 8). 
The wise man turns to God not in the 
time of his distress but at all times. 
Instead- of sacrificing to the God who 
.saved his father and who would save 
him, Ahaz sacrificed to the god "which 
smote him." His defiance knew no 
bounds (v. 24). He eeemed to have 
" abbled in every known form of false

For/cabbage lice spray with toba- 


cco solution and soap, using enough 
soap to make the tobacco stick.
